10. To raise such sums as may be necessary to secure state 
aid for permanent highway improvement and state aid maintenance. 

11. To see what sum the town will vote*to raise for snow re- 
moval and appropriate money therefor. 

12. To see what sums the townrwill vote to pay the just debts 
of the town, raise and appropriate money therefor. 

13. To raise such a sum as may be necessary for Old Age 
Assistance. ; 


14. To raise such sums as may be deemed necessary for the 
support of the town poor. 
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15. To raise such sums as may be necessary for other neces- 
sary town charges. 

16. To see if the town will vote a discount on taxes paid on 
or before June 1 and Sept. 1, 1933. 

17. To see if the town eit vote authorizing the selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 

18. To see what action the town will take in relation to White 
Pine Blister Rust control. 

19. To see if the town will vote to fund or refund any ee or 
all of the outstanding indebtedness of the town, either in accordance 
with the Public Laws of New Hampshire or BoreeHhle to a speciai 
act which may be enacted at the current session of the OS peES: 
Court, and pass any vote in relation thereto. 

20. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the road which 
starts at the East Unity schoolhouse and runs northerly spel one- 
fourth mile. 

21. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the road lead- 
ing northerly from the East Unity Cemetery to the Pike Hill road, 
a distance of about two miles. 

22. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the “Old Road” 
so called which leads easterly from the State road to the Marshal 
road. 

23. To see if the town will vote to purchase a snow plow, to De 
used with a truck, raise and appropriate money therefor. 

24. To transact any other business that may legally come be- 
fore said meeting.

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Superintendent's Report 


To the School Board of Unity: 

I am submitting the annual report of the public schools for 
the year ending January 30, 19338. This report, my third, is the 
fourteenth of the supervisory series. 

A strong effort has been made to decrease the district expenses, 
without lessening the efficiency of the schools. The two depart- 
ments of the Centre school were united and Miss Kane has been 
given charge of the combined school. It requires a superior teacher 
to do efficient work in so large a school and Miss Kane secures 
satisfactory results. At East Unity Mrs. George is successfully 
conducting a school of nearly thirty pupils. 

For the past three years the enrollment of pupils in the 
County school has been larger than those in either East Unity 
or Unity Centre, numbering more than fifty one year. Last 
year ten children chiefly from the County were transported to 
the primary school at the Centre. This year it was decided to 
reopen the Quaker School. Although nineteen children are regis- 
tered in this school, the membership at the County School is now 
twenty-six, and the total enrollment thirty-seven. There is little 
difference in the membership of the three schools.

SCHOOL HEALTH WORK 


At the beginning of the school year special attention is given 
to weighing of all school children in all the schools. Weight is 
an important guide, weighings being made at intervals of about 
every three months. The weight is recorded on a class room chart, 
also on the health records which are kept in school. The children 
are greatly interested in their own development. The follow up 
health service carried on by the nurse comes after the health in- 
spection that is made at the beginning of the school year. The 
homes of the children who seem below normal health are visited 
and the parents are advised. Results of this important activity 
are fairly gratifying. Most of the parents are co-operative and 
carry out the instructions given regarding the health of their child- 
ren. Many home calls are made at the request of the parents seek- 
ing the nurse’s advice.
